of bronchial trouble, m aking more than a third of the entire deaths for the 
week. 
T h is show's that the coal fam ine Is having Its victim s am ong us today, 
although w e do not realize the fact when She cause o f 
death Is given as 
pneumonia, bronchitis or som ething else. 


LEMON AS A CURE FOR TYPHOID. 
W hether a dash of lemon Juice will kill the typhoid germ s In a glass of 
w ater is the subject of controversy w ith health boards 
and medical practi­ 
tioners. 
Dr. A sa Ferguson of London Is the exponent of the lemon cure for 
typhoid germ s and following his theory som e residents in cities where 
the 
w ater supply is contam inated use lem ons enough to turn the w ater Into lem ­ 
onade and this they claim Is quite 
safe even 
though the 
w ater used does 
contain typhoid germs. 
The N ew York health authorities refuse to con ­ 
cur in the lemon cure and In this they have m any 
imitators, 
although the 
Chicago board takes an opposite stand. 
The New York Medical Record, which is a high authority on such matters, 
has the following In regard to this Important question: 
The dally press Is Just now much interested 
in exploiting 
a statem ent 
from Dr. Asa Ferguson of London that lemon Juice kills the typhoid bacillus 
In drinking water. 
Although it has long 
been known that 
citric acid is a 
powerful germicide, Dr. Ferguson is apparently the first one to popularize 
lemonade on such a basis. 
The wholesale and effective 
manner in which a 
teaspoonful of lemon Juice will destroy the pathogenic m icro-organisms In a 
glass of w ater is certainly astonishing if not spectacular. 
It la from both of these points of view thut the experiment appeals 
to 
the public. The Chicago board of health hastens 
In its disinterested and 
publlc-splrited w ay to confirm the conclusion, and the boom Is launched ac­ 
cordingly. 
Som ething more than this confirmation 
will be 
needed by the 
profession before the adaptability of 
this wonderful discovery can be d em ­ 
onstrated. If in the end. however, 
It can 
be proven 
that lemon 
Juice 
or 
citric acid can do all that has been promised. Dr. Ferguson will deserve all 
due credit for practically applying a new- principle of 
typhoid prevention. 
In the m eantim e It 
m ay 
be somewhat com forting for the people to believe 
th at they are protected from Infection by the use of this new 
drink 
hut 
it ts hardly fair to encourage them to feel an y 
safety against the infected 
oyster merely because a few drops of lemon Juice are sprinkled over its su r­ 
face. 


TH E MASS MEETING. 
We are glad to see that Mayor H ow e has called 
a 
m ass 
m eeting 
as 
petitioned for at the suggestion of The Sun. to discuss the fuel fam ine and 
take such action aa it m ay deem expedient. 
In the opinion of many a wet blanket has been thrown upon the m eeting 
In advance by the interviews published In the local 
papers as a result of 
the tour of Mayor H ow e to Boston for light on the coal situation. 
There is 
no question whatever aa to Mayor H ow e’s honesty in the matter; but never­ 
theless, we feel that the “inform ation” given to him and to 
the 
reporters 
who accopipanled him is largely a plea for the defense of the 
coal 
dealers 
who are in the gam e of squeezing the last cent out of the people for every 
ton of coal sold. 
This view of the matter is supported 
by the 
untenable 
character 
of 
many of the statem ents made by som e of 
the parties Interviewed. 
For example, It w as claimed that the Independent operators are selling 
go per cent, of the coal that com es to N ew England, although before the 
strike occurred these sam e 
operators were mining 
about 
one-tenth of th e 
entire product of the Pennsylvania mines. 
Since work w as resum ed the com pany mines are producing as much rel­ 
atively as they did before; so that it may be set down as a certainty that 
if the Independent operators are selling 90 per cent, of the coal sold to N ew 
England they are selling much more to N ew England than to other parts of 
the country or otherwise they m ust be selling largely of coal mined by the 
big companies of which Mr. Baer is the spokesman. 
Yet Mr. Baer is In the attitude of opposing the speculators In coal and 
It is hard to believe that he or his com panies are responsible for putting the 
pri * of coal up to $12, $14 and $15 a ton, while they m ake so m any protes­ 
tations against 
the coal speculators. 
It is very convenient to blame the independent operators for putting up 
the price of coal. 
The plea serves well as a defence 
for the New England 
dealers and som e of them are 
sorely in need of such a defense. 
No doubt the dealers who 
are extorting high prices 
for coal In other 
parts of the United States make the sam e charge against the mine opera­ 
tors 
* 
Thus the entire blame tor the present high prices of coal, at least In New 
England. Is saddled solely upon the independent mine operators while the 
coal tru st and the various combines that control the supply in the cities 
of New England are exonerated. 
Strange, isn’t it? 
The claim is palpably absurd. For what purpose were 
the combines in

year. 
R eceipts of 
hogs at Chicago. 
K ansas City, Omaha. St. Louis and St. 
Joseph furnished possibly 
the most 
notable exceptions. 
For the ll m onths 
ending with November, 1902, 14,034,614 
head of hogs were received

How m any of the hundreds who en ­ 
j o y them know’ Just how’ to cook them ? 
N early everyone 
has a w a y o f his 
or her own for cooking all things, 
hut 
according 
to 
the Ladles* World 
the 
proper w ay to cook crullers Is a s fol­ 
lows: 
For cooking 
crullers one m ust have 
plenty of sw eet, fresh lard, and use a 
wide, smooth Iron pot. 
A frying pan 
Will not do. 
There 
should 
be used 
half a gallon of melted lard. 
H ave 
ready 
half 
a dozen 
Irish 
potatoes, 
peeled and cut Into quarters. 
W hile 
the crullers are frying, drop now' and 
then, a piece 
of potato In 
the pot. 
This keeps the lard 
perfectly clear, 
and 
there will he no black specks or 
settlings on the cakes. 
As fast us they 
become brown, take the hits 
of po­ 
tato out. 
Now for the crullers 
th em ­ 
selves: Break 
four eggs Into a large 
bowl, add to these tw o coffee cups of 
sugar and 
one cupful of sweet milk. 
Stir well; 
then add six teaspoonfuls 
of melted lard, and 
u few drops of 
lemon extract. 
To a cupful of flour 
add two teaspoonfuls of cream tartar 
and one of soda. Sift Into the bowl. and 
add 
sufficient 
flour 
to 
make 
a 
firm, sm ooth dough. 
Roff the dough 
out to a quarter of an fin Ii In thick­ 
n e ss—the 
rolling 
pin 
must 
he 
well 
floured. 
H ave tw o round cutters (a 
condensed milk can and a sm allest size 
baking powder can answ er well.) With 
the 
large cutter cut the 
cakes, 
take 
the 
centre 
out 
w ith 
the sm all­ 
er 
one, 
leaving 
the 
cruller 
in 
a pretty 
ring 
shape. 
The lard must 
be very hot—sm oking hot, or the cake 
will melt and crumble, 
and you will 
be disappointed.

The king was very 
cool, however, and inquired if anyone 
had been hurt.

ing at the palace, the king Immediate­

Mr. Jam es said w as 
that the theory upon w hich this case 
had been trie I was that this court had 
the right to determine whether or not 
a crim e had been committed. 
This he 
said was not so. 
The right 
of 
the 
court w as to determine only the ques­ 
tion of probable cause. 
“ So fa r as poisoning goes," contin­ 
ued the law yer, “ there is 
no 
crime 
known to law which shows so much 
subtlety and devilish execution; 
and 
because of the fact that in thiH. as In 
the m ajority of poisoning cases, 
the 
alleged crim e was committed in 
the 
home, the task of the governm ent has 
been doubly difficult.** 
In this case it Is particularly unfor­ 


tunate that the person accused is a 
woman. 
M r. Jam es insisted that this 
fact should have no influence in the 
court’s 
decision, the question of 
sex 
should not be taken into consideration. 
M r. Jam es contended that the prose­

LEMON AS A CURE FOR TYPHOID. 


W hether a dash of lemon juice w ill kill the typhoid germ s In a glass of 
water la the subject of controversy with health boards 
and medical practi­ 
tioners. 
Dr. Asa Ferguson of London Is the exponent of the lemon cure for 
typhoid germs and following his theory some residents in cities where 
the 
water supply is contaminated use lemons enough to turn the water Into lem ­ 
onade and this they claim is quite 
safe even 
though the 
water used does 
contain typhoid germs. 
The New York health authorities refuse to con­ 
cur In the lemon cure and In this they have many 
im itators, 
although the 
Chicago board takes an opposite stand. 
The New York Medical Record, which Is a high authority on such matters, 
h at the following in regard to this Important question: 
The daily press Is just now much interested 
In exploiting 
a statem ent 
from Dr. Asa Ferguson of London that lemon juice kills the typhoid bacillus 
in drinking water. Although It has long 
been known that 
citric acid Is a 
powerful germicide, Dr. Ferguson Is apparently the first one to popularize 
lemonade on such a basis. 
The wholesale and effective 
manner In which a 
teaspoonful of lemon Juice will destroy the pathogenic micro-organisms In a 
glass of water is certainly astonishing if not spectacular. 
It is from 
both of these points of view that the experiment appeals 
to 
the 
public. The Chicago hoard of health hastens 
in its disinterested and 
public-spirited way to confirm the conclusion, and the boom Is launched ac­ 
cordingly. Something more than this confirmation 
will be 
needed by the 
profession before the adaptability of this wonderful discovery can be dem­ 
onstrated. If in the end, however, 
It can he proven 
that lemon 
Juice or 
citric acid can do all that has been promised, Dr. Ferguson will deserve all 
due credit for practically applying a new principle of 
typhoid prevention. 
In the meantime It 
may 
be somew&t comforting for the people to believe 
that they are protected from Infection by the use of this new' 
drink 
hut 
It Is hardly fair to encourage them to feel any 
safety against the infected 
oyster merely because a few drops of lemon Juice are sprinkled over Its sur­ 
face. 


THE MA88 MEETING. 


W e are glad to see that Mayor Howe has called 
a m ass 
m eeting 
as 
petitioned for at the suggestion of The Sun, to discuss the fuel famine and 
take such action as It may deem expedient. 
In the opinion of many a wet blanket has been thrown upon the meeting 
In advance by the Interviews published In the local 
papers as a result of 
the tour of Mayor Howe to Boston for light on the coal situation. 
There Is 
no question whatever as to Mayor H owe’s honesty In the matter; but never­ 
theless, we feel that the “information” given to him and to 
the 
reporters 
who accom panied him is largely a plea for the defense of the 
coal 
dealers 
who are in the gam e of squeezing the last cent out of the people for every 
ton of coal sold. 
This view of the matter Is supported by the 
untenable 
character 
of 
many of the statem ents made by some of the parties Interviewed. 
For example, It was claimed that the independent operators are selling 
•0 per cent, of the coal that comes to New England, although before the 
strike occurred these sam e 
operators were mining 
about 
one-tenth of the 
entire product of the Pennsylvania mines. 
Since work wraa resumed the company mines are producing as much rel­ 
atively as they did before; so that it may be set down as a certainty that 
if the Independent operators are selling 90 per cent, of the coal sold to New 
England they are selling much more to New England than to other parts of 
the country or otherwise they must be selling largely of coal mined by the 
big companies of which Mr. Baer is the spokesman. 
Tet Mr. Boer is in the attitude of opposing the speculators In coal and 
It Is hard to believe that he or his com panies are responsible for putting the 
pri** of coal up to $12, $14 and $15 a ton, while they make so many protes­ 
tations against 
the coal speculators. 
It Is very convenient to blame the independent operators for putting up 
the price of coal. 
The plea serves well as a defence 
for the New England 
dealers and some of them are sorely in need of such a defense. 
No doubt the dealers who are extorting high prices 
for coal in other 
parts of the United States make the sam e charge against the mine opera­ 
tors. 
Thus the entire blame for the present high prices of coal. at least In New 
England, is saddled solely upon the independent 
mine operators while 
the 
coal trust and the various combines that control the 
supply in the cities 
of New England are exonerated. 
Strange, Isn’t It? 
The claim is palpably absurd. For what purpose were 
the combines In 
the various cities formed about the time the strike began 
lf not to control 
the supply 
with the object of raising prices? 
Another statem ent made to Mayor Howe and

COOKING CRULLERS 


MOW T H E 
TOOTHSOM E MORSELS 
A R E P R E P A R E D . 
“ Ye old fashioned crullers.” 
How m any of the hundreds who en ­ 
joy them know Just how to cook them ? 
Nearly everyone 
has a w ay of his 
or her own for rooking all things, 
but 
according 
to 
the Ladles’ W orld 
the 
proper w ay to pook crullers is as fol­ 
lows: 
For rooking 
crullers one m ust have 
plenty of sweet, fresh lard, and use a 
'Wide, smooth iron pot. 
A frying pan 
will not do. 
There 
should 
be used 
half a gallon of melted lard. 
H ave 
ready 
half 
a dozen 
Irish 
potatoes, 
peeled and cut Into quarters. 
While 
the crullers are frying, drop now and 
then, a piece 
of potato In 
the pot. 
This keeps the lard 
perfectly clear, 
and 
there will be no black specks or 
settlings on the cakes. 
As fast as they 
become brown, take th** bits 
of po­ 
tato out. 
Now for the crullers 
th em ­ 
selves; Break 
four eggs into a large 
howl, add to these tw o coffee cups of 
sugar and 
one cupful of sw eet milk. 
S tir well; 
then add six teaspoonfuls 
of melted lard, and 
a few drops of 
lemon extract. 
To a cupful of flour 
add twci teaspoonfuls of cream ta rta r 
and one of soda. Sift into the bowl, and 
add 
sufficient 
flour 
to 
m ake 
a 
firm, smooth dough. 
Roll the dough 
out to a q u arter of an Inch In thick­ 
ness—the 
rolling 
pin 
m ust 
he 
well 
floured. 
Have two round cutters (a 
condensed milk can ami a smallest size 
baking powder can answ er well.) W ith 
the 
large cutter cut the 
cakes, take 
the 
centre 
out 
with 
the sm all­ 
er 
one, 
leaving 
the 
cruller 
in 
a pretty 
ring 
shape. The lard must 
he very hot- smoking hot, or the cake 
will melt and crumble, 
and you will 
be disappointed,

Hung On company, 
was dead when 
found. 
Two other* Moy Yun Chun, 
and Can Doo, are In a critical condi­ 
tion at the Rhode Island hospital, Six 
others are at the hospital, but their re­ 
covery is believed to be only a question 
of time. 
The fact that the furnace 
In the house was filled with coke In­ 
stead of soft coal, Is believed to be all 
that saved the lives of those rem ain­ 
ing. 
The houae was heated by a hot air 
furnace. 
The men occupied bedrooms 
on the second and third floors, the 
dead man sleeping in a small closet 
off the store on the ground floor. The 
furnace was filled and the drafts were 
shut late Saturday night. 
The store­ 
keeper sat up at his accounts until 
four o’clock and m ust have been par­ 
tially overcome before he went to bed, 
for he was dead when another Chma- 
man from outside, found him at five 
o’clock. 
This m an told some of the 
other Chinese In the neighborhood, and 
then ran for Police Surgeon Griffin who 
has attended some of them before. 
Dr. Griffin found the man dead and 
the house filled with unconscious men. 
He sent In a hurry police call and two 
ambulances were sent from the hospl-

Whether a dash of lemon juice will kill the typhoid germs in a glass of 
water is the subject of controversy with health boards 
and medical practi­ 
tioners. 
Dr. Ass Ferguson of London Is the exponent of the lemon cure for 
typhoid germs and following his theory some residents in cities where the 
water supply ie^contamtn&ted use lemons enough to turn the water into lem­ 
onade and this they claim is quite safe even 
though the 
water used does 
contain typhoid germs. 
The New York health authorities refuse to con­ 
cur in the lemon cure and in this they have many 
imitators, 
although the 
Chicago board takes an opposite stand. 
The New York Medical Record, which Is a high authority on such matters, 
the following in regard to this Important question: 
The daily press is just now much Interested 
in exploiting 
a statement 
from Dr. Ass Ferguson of London that lemon Juice kills the typhoid bacillus 
In drinking water. Although It has long been known that citric acid Is a 
E 
arful germicide, Dr, Ferguson is apparently the first one to popularize 
made on such a basis. 
The wholesale and effective 
manner In which a 
teaspoonful of lemon Juice will destroy the pathogenic micro-organisms in a 
glass of water Is certainly astonishing if not spectacular. 
It is from both of these points of view' that the experiment appeals to 
the public. The Chicago board of health hastens 
In its disinterested and 
public-spirited way to confirm the conclusion, and the boom is launched ac­ 
cordingly. Something more than this confirmation 
will be 
needed by the 
profession before the adaptability of this wonderfu' discovery can be dem­ 
onstrated. If in the end. however, It can be proven 
that lemon 
Juice or 
citric acid can do all that has been promised, Dr. Ferguson will deserve all 
due credit for practically applying a new principle of 
typhoid prevention. 
In the meantime it 
may 
be somewat comforting for the people to believe 
that they are protected from infection by the use of this new 
drink 
but 
it is hardly fair to encourage them to feel any 
safety against the infected 
oyster merely because a few drops of lemon juice are sprinkled over Its sur­ 
face. 


THE MA88 MEETING. 
We are glad to see that Mayor Howe has called a mass meeting 
as 
■[petitioned for at the suggestion of The Bun, to discuss the fuel famine and 
take such action as it may deem expedient. 
In the opinion of many a wet blanket has been thrown upon the meeting 
in advance by the interviews published in the local 
papers as a result of 
the tour of Mayor Howe to Boston for light on the coal situation. There Is 
no question whatever as to Mayor Howe’s honesty in the matter; but never­ 
theless, we feel that the “information” given to him and to 
the 
reporters 
who accompanied him is largely a plea for the defense of the 
coal 
dealers 
who are In the game of squeezing the last cent out of the people for every 
ton of coal sold. 
This view of the matter is supported by the 
untenable 
character 
of 
many of the atatementa made by some of the parties Intervlew’ed. 
For example, it was claimed that the independent operators are selling 
99 per cent, of the coal that conies to New England, although before the 
strike occurred these same operators were mining about 
one-tenth of the 
entire product of the Pennsylvania mines. 
Since work was resumed the company mines are producing as much rel­ 
atively as they did before; so that It may be set down as a certainty that 
lf the Independent operators are selling 90 per cent, of the coal sold to New 
ISngland they are selling much more to New England than to other parts of 
the country or otherwise they must be selling largely of coal mined by the 
big companies of which Mr. Baer is the spokesman. 
Yet Mr. Boer is in the attitude of opposing the speculators in coal and 
it is hard to believe that he or his companies are responsible for putting the 
prir- of coal up to $12, $14 and $15 a ton, while they make so many protes­ 
tations against 
the coal speculators. 
It ta very convenient to blame the independent operators for putting up 
the price of coal. 
The plea serves well as a defence 
for the New England 
dealers and some of them are sorely in need of such a defense. 
No doubt the dealers who are extorting high prices 
for coal in other 
parts of the United States make the same charge against the mine opera­ 
tors. 
Thus the entire blame for the present high prices of coal, at least In New 
England, is saddled solely upon the Independent mine operators while the 
coal trust ajid the various combines that control the supply in the cities 
of New Eng lamina re exonerated. Strange, isn’t it? 
The claim is palpably absurd. For what purpose were 
the combines in 
the various cities formed about the time the strike began 
if not to control 
the supply 
with the object of raising prices?

MAKES 
INTERESTING REPORT. 
Domestic trade movements 
for the 
month pf November, 1902, reported by 
the treasury bureau of statistics, show 
that the course of trade has, with cer­ 
tain 
exceptions, maintained Itself on 
the high level which has characterized 
it during the earlier months of the past 
year. 
Receipts of 
hogs at Chicago, 
Kansas City, Omaha, St. Louis and St. 
Joseph furnished possibly 
the most 
notable exceptions. 
For the ll months 
ending with November, 1902, 14,034,614 
head of hogs were received 
at the 
above markets, as 
compared 
with 
16,706,021 head for Ii months of 
1901, 
and 15,634,447 head for the same period 
of 1900. 
The 
opposite tendency has 
been apparent In the case of cattle and 
sheep. 
The total receipts of all kinds 
including horses and mules, were, for 
the first ll months of

Nearly everyone 
has a way of his 
or her own for cooking aff things, but 
according 
to the Ladles’ World 
the 
proper way to cook crullers is as fol­ 
low’s; 
For cooking crullers one must have 
plenty of sw’eet, fresh lard, and use a 
wide, smooth Iron pot. A frying pan 
will not do. 
There 
should 
be used 
half a gallon of melted lard. 
Have 
ready 
half 
a dozen 
Irish 
potatoes, 
peeled and cut into quarters. 
While 
the crullers are frying, drop now and 
then, a piece 
of potato In 
the pot. 
This keeps the lard 
perfectly clear, 
and 
there will be no black specks or 
settlings on the cakes. 
As fast as they 
become brown, take the bits 
of po­ 
tato out. Now for the crullers 
them­ 
selves; Break 
four eggs Into a large 
bowl, add to these two coffee cups of 
sugar and 
one cupful of sweet milk. 
SHr well; 
then add six teaspoonfuls 
of melted lard, and 
a few drops of 
lemon extract. 
To a cupful of flour 
add two teaspoonfuls of cream tartar 
and one of soda. Sift Into the bowl, and 
add 
sufficient 
flour 
to 
make 
a 
firm, smooth dough. 
Roll the dough 
out to a quarter of an Inch In thick­ 
ness—the rolling 
pin 
must 
be well 
floured. 
Have two round cutters (a 
condensed milk can and a smallest size 
baking pow’der can answer well.) With 
the 
large cutter cut the cakes, take 
the 
centre 
out 
with 
the small­ 
er 
one, 
leaving 
the 
cruller 
In 
a pretty 
ring 
shape. The lard must 
be very hot—smoking hot, or the cake 
will melt and crumble, 
and you will 
be disappointed. If the potato browns
